Defeat Dun & Co., 12-2— Dun & Co. Forced to Use Three Pitchers 

Fleck Stars With Bat and Simpson Fields Brilliantly at 

Short — Gibson at His Best 



With the largest crowd of the 
season present, Manager Walzer's 
champion boroughites, trimmed the 
Dun & Co. nine, managed by Fred. 
Cloughley, in rather an easy fashion. 
Manager Cloughley did not have a 
pitcher who could hold the champions, 
while Bobby Gibson pitched sterling 
ball, aid^d by brilliant fielding by his 
team-mates. 

The cup offered by Mr. Duer was 
captured by Bill Durbin, who scored 
Narberth's third run, which would 
have been enough to win. 

The visitors scored the first run 
of the game in the first inning when 
Collins was safe on Durbin's error, 
H. Barnitz sacrificed him to second. 
After big Ben Gilbert fanned, Swartz 
doubled to right field scoring Collins. 
Jack Fahey fanned. 

After Howes and Wallace had been 
retired in the first inning, Gene Davis 
singled to center field and when Gil- 
bert let tbe ball go betwaen his legs, 
Gen e raced to third. Flick Stites 
knocked out a Texas leaguer, scoring 
Davis. 

After Dun had been retired in order 
in their half of the second, Narberth 
added two more runs to their total, 
when Fleck led off with a scorching 
double to center field. Koons tried 
hard to sacrifice him to third, but 
bunted his third strike foul. Fleck 
advanced to third on Markley's wild 
pitch. Bill Durbin singled scoring 
Fleck, and on Simpson's doubled to 
center field, Durbin scored. Gibson 
ended the inning by grounding to 
shortstop. 

Everything went lovely until \'&r- 
berth's half of the fourth inning. 
Although Collins tripled in the third 
the ball passed both Fleck and Howes. 
H. Barnitz grounded out, being thrown 
out by Simpson who made a wonder- 
ful stop. Much to the dislike of Ben 
Gilbert, he fanned, leaving Collins 
stranded on third. 

Narberth came back in their half 
of the fourth inning and scored three 
more runs, when Whitney went in to 
pitch. Fleck and Koons both singled 
and Durbin doubled. Whitney then 
uncorked a wild pitch and passed 
Simpson. Captain Deegan took up the 
mound duties and the first thing he 
did was to make a wild pitch. Gibson 
grounded out, and Deegan hit George 
Howes a nasty shot on the elbow, 
Howes stealing second. Wallace flew 
out to third and Deegan hit Davis. 
Stites ended the inning by flying out 
to Barnitz. During this time, three 
Narberth boys crossed the plate. 

The Dun boys added one more to 
their total in the fifth when R. Bar- 
nitz led off with a. single to right 
field. Gibson, in trying to catch him 
napping, threw wild past Dick Wal- 
lace, advancing Barnitz to second. He 
then stole third, and Deegan scored 
Barnitz with a fly to Stites. 

In the lucky seventh inning Nar- 
berth scored two more runs, without 
the aid of a hit. Deegan passed five 
men straight after two were out, and 
added another wild pitch which, with 
catcher Fahey's overthrow to third, 
allowed Wallace and Davis to score. 

Gibson was invincible during the 
sixth, seventh and eighth innings, but 
in the eighth inning the Narberth 
bats were exceedingly busy scoring 
four more runs. 

Dick Wallace started the onslaught, 
Gene Davis fanned, Flick Stites 
doubled to right field, advancing Wal- 
lace to third. Fleck singled to left 



field, scoring Wallace. Koons was 
thrown out at first, Stites scoring. 
Durbin was safe at first on a fielder's 
choice, Deegan throwing to catcher 
l^ahey trying to keep Fleck from 
scoring, but catcher Fahey dropped 
the ball, Fleck being safe. Durbin then 
stole second. 

By this time the Dun boys were 
tired out chasing after hits, but they 
tried hard in their half of the ninth 
inning, but a quick double Play exe- 
cuted by Simpson, Davis and Wal- 
lace ended the base beall season of 
the Main Line League. 

Manager Walzer's star artist, Gib- 
son, pitched one of the best games of 
his career, fanning nine of the Dun 
men. Manager Cloughley was forced 
to use three pitchers in an effort to 
stop the champion borough men, but 
neither one of the three could do this. 

Markley was Manager Cloughley's 
first choice, but he lasted only after 
one man was retired in the third 
inning. Whitney, the big left hander 
was then sent to the mound, but he 
retired the last two men in the third 
inning, but in the fourth inning the 
first three men to face him namely; 
Vernon Fleck, Nig. Koons and Bill 
Durbin all made solid hits, Durbin's 
hit being a double. After this he 
passed Bill Simpson. At this time 
Manager Cloughley gave the high 
sign to Whitney and Captain Daegan 
took up the pitching duties, but this 
made no effect on the Narberth bats, 
and still they hit, and in the bargain 
Deegan was very wild, mixing wild 
pitches along with bases on balls, 
especially in the sixth inning when he 
parsed five men in succession.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

A few weeks ago Windsor avenue, 
from Essex to Wynnewood, was 
opened to traffic after having been 
repaired and re-surfaced. The street 
presented a smooth surface, and had 
the appearance of a first-class job. 
But notwithstanding the short period 
of use, it is already showing the ef- 
fect of traffic and at places the sur- 
face is so badly torn up as to be in 
need of repair, and unless it is at- 
tended to promptly the street will 
soon he in as bad condition as be- 
fore. The question naturally arises 
as to whether a road of this charac- 
ter is not an unwise expenditure of 
public money and why the Highway 
Committee did not provide some 
character of binder, even though a 
greater expenditure would have been 
necessary. A road which requires 
constant repairs is an expensive road 
in the long run. Perhaps the High- 
way Committee can enlighten us.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

In all the brilliant annals of Amer- 
ican philanthropy there probably has 
never been a conception of greater 
magnitude than th e plans now under- 
way for next Sudnay. The President 
of the United States has called for 
the observance of October 21-22, as 
Armenian relief days throughout all 
our fair land. The American Com- 
mittee for Armenian relief consists of 
prominent Jewish, Catholic and 
Protestant leaders all co-operating in 
an elaborate propaganda for the re- 
lief of this stricken people. Everyone 
of the more than 175,000 ministers of 
religion in this country has been 
directly asked by personal communica- 
tion to participate in this effort The 
aim is to lay the case of the 
Armenians upon the sympathetic 
heart of America. 



Despite all that has been printed 
about the Armenian atrocities the 
worst must forever remain unwritten. 
The Moslems have been guilty of re- 
volting hororrs that no tongue can 
describe. Of the two million Arme- 
nians in Turkey one year ago, at least 
one million have been killed or forced 
out of their homes and exiled into 
desert lands to perish with hunger, 
disease and terror. The appeal for 
help is for those who remain. Until 
this cruel war ends thousands must 
be fied if they are to live, and they 
look to America for help. Former 
Ambassador Morganthau says that 
$5,000,000 is needed at once to furnish 
food, clothing and shelter. One dol- 
lar will keep one person alive one 
month or longer. America is comfort- 
able and rich. In contrast with the 
peace and quiet which are ours let 
us think of the ruined homes, starving 
bodies, stunned minds and broken 
hearts in Armenia where hunger, 
cruelty and hate keep constant vigil. 
The American Committee for Ar- 
menian Relief is organized to meet 
this appalling need. Members of the 
committee pay all expenses, thus 
making it possible to cable every dol- 
lar for relief and a recent cablegram 
from Constantinople to the State De- 
partment at Washington gives assur- 
ance of the consent of the Turkish 
government for the distribution of 
money, food and other supplies among 
the Armenians. The treasurer of the 
committee is Charles R. Crane, 70 
Fifth avenue, Xew York, to whom all 
contributions should be forwarded. I 
am writing this simply to call the at- 
tention of this community to the 
President's Proclamation and to make 
an appeal in behalf of a stricken peo- 
ple. If any would prefer handing 
their contribution to Mr. Wm. J. 
Kirkpatrick! on or before next Sun- 
day he will be glad to forward it along 
with the offering which the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church will make to this 
cause next Sunday.

A site, tentatively picked out for 
the location of a Main Line perma- 
nent hospital for contagious disease 
will probably be given up since it 
was learned that Dr. Samuel G. 
Dixon, State Commissioner of Health, 
has condemned the plan, 

Boards of Health from Main Line 
towns and townships have been try- 
ing to find a site since the infantile 
paralysis epidemic forced the estab- 
lishment of a temporary pest house 
at Rosemont. 

Real estate men, wealthy property 
owners and country clubs have pro- 
tested against every suggestion made 
for the location of a hospital. Re- 
cently a vacant house in the Mill 
Creek Valley was offered and was 
about to be accepted. Tills was done 
at secret meetings and when news of 
it leaked out there was a row. Fi- 
nally Dr. Dixon not only condemned 
the house offered as unfit, but said 
that the valley and the site chosen 
would not do at all. 

There is expected to be a long dis- 
cussion before another site is pick- 
ed out. 

Dr. Dixon says the building is a 
"firetrap, without adequate water sup- 
ply for the purpose" of a contagious 
disease hospital; without any appar- 
ent available means of handling the 
sewage problem; that the building is 
not strongly constructed; that its 
plumbing is unsanitary; that its 
rooms are not well arranged for the 
purposes of a hospital, and that it is 
located on a hillside, with little or 
no plateau.
